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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicants' response to the previous Office Action is appreciated. It was pointed out 
figures 12 and 13 are insert blocks misconstrued as they are not properly separated. Indeed, the 
block of figure 13 is placed inside the block of figure 12 as shown in figure 14. It is believed the 
species listed below better categorizes the present invention where plural arrangements of blocks 
are contemplated in a shipping container and the supports include different structural 
configurations that can also be considered an independent invention. 

Hence, the previous Office Action is vacated for the following. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species: 

I) Figures 1, 2, 5 and 6 

II) Figures 3, 4 

III) Figures 7 and 15 

IV) Figures 8, 9 and 10 

V) Figure 11 

VI) Figures 12, 13 and 14 

VII) Figure 15. 

The species are independent or distinct because the above species as separated above 
include features that are divergent from one another with discrete structural differences. 

3. Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable. Currently, no claims are generic to ALL the inventions listed above. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification of the 
species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims readable 
thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that 
all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless accompanied by an election.
